This was 
the "brant,"or "scold'sbridle," which 
consisted of a small cage formed by iron 
hoops to St the head, with a piece of 
iron which pressed the tongue and 
formed the gag. Thus adorned, the seoid 
was either led or carried about th» town 
for all the world to see. Sometimes she 
was placed on a high scaffold. The 
brank was used in gome places down to 
the beginning of the century. Its disuse, 
its disappearance, make one incline to 
the belief that the scold has also disap- 
peared. However, snch is not tbe case. 
The disease or infirmity of scolding still 
exists, but in a much milder form. The 
mildness of the modern form is mainly 
due to the Improved conditions of life. 


Two hundred years ago the village 


household was insufficiently fed; the 
quality as well as the quantity of the 
food was bad; work was hard; men were 
rough; husbands beat their wives habit- 
ually; in cold weather they were thinly 
clad; in hot weather their clothes were 
too thick. If there was any indulgence 
possible, it took the form of beer. Tea 
did not exist Children, hungry and 
cold, cried all day and all night; every- 
thing combined to exasperate a woman. 
What wonder i£ from;-time to time, she 
lost control of herself and became copi- 
ously eloquent over her wrongs? Things 
have greatly improved. The husband no 
longer—-or very seldom—beats his wife; 
the food has become cheap; wages have 
gone up; luxuries, formerly unattain- 
able, have become necessaries; the scold 
is dying out of the laud because there 
is so little left to scold about.—Phila- 
delphia Ledger.

A WOMAN'S ARM, 


Well Known Sculptor Describes It a» the 


Perfect One Should Be- 


"I find great difficulty in -getting a 


model with good arms," said a well 
known sculptor recently. "It is aston- 
ishing how very few women haVe arms 
that conform to the standard. A perfect 
arm measured from the armpit to the 
wrist joint should be twice the length 
of the head. The upper part of tiie arm. 
should be large, full and well rounded. 
The forearm must nofc lie too flat, nol 
nearly so flat as a man's, for example. 
A dhnple at the elbow adds beauty to a 
well proportioned arm:" 


"From a well ^molded shoulder the 


whole arm should taper in long, grace- 
ful curves to a symmetrical and rounded 
•wrist. It is better to have an arm that 
harmonizes even if the parts do not fol- 
low the generally accented lines. For 
instance, a full, round upper arm which 
is joined to a flat or thin forearm has a 
very bad effect :li is.. only:: a degree 
worse, however, than s graceful, well 
molded forearm tacked on ro a -thin, 
scrawny; upper arm.

What Washington did for servants 


before the war I do aot know; what it 
has ixx-u cocajjeHed to do since is evi- 
dent. 


Washiugtou is absolutely negro rid- 


den today. 


Tbe southern people who live here 


are "to the manner bom," but the 
northern housekeeper who comes to 
Washington is accustomed to the neater 
and more civil servioe of the white do- 
mestics, for the educated negro is more 
than likely to be impertinent. 


We often complain that education is 


spoiling tho white servant of tbe north, 
and it is said by the students of the race 
question that the lack of education is 
what keeps the negro down. Washing- 
tern suffers from both of these ills. Tho 
Washington negro is ignorant of that 
courtesy which seemed inborn in the 
slave negro of the south, and he has just 
enough education to feel that he is the 
equal of the person who gives him em- 
ployment 


The pervasiveness of the negro strikes 


the visitor in Washington most serious- 
ly. Every one who lives Ijeie thinks 
this the most beautiful city in the world 
and expects every one who comes here 
to think so too. I called on an old friend, 
a lady, in New York one day. She told 
me that her hnsband had been in Wash- 
ington on his first visit not long before 
— at inauguration time. She was a 
stranger to tbe city. "And didn't lo 
sr.y it was lovely?" I asked. Sue looked 
at ine with a thoughtful earpressioa for 
a minute. Therewith a half curl of her 
lip she said slowly, "He said he never 
saw so many niggers in his life." That 
was one man's epitome of Washington. 


The ambition of the Washington 


negro is to be "a gentleman" or "a 
lady." These mnch abused terms are 
bandied abcut so freely in the negro 
community that the white people of 
Washington hav« sought refnge in the 
good old An.7lo-S:ucon "aaau" and "wo- 
man"—terms held in much scorn in 
other cities by the saleslady and the 
foregentleman of the retail store. 


Walking down Connecticut avenue, 


the fashionable promenade of Washing- 
ton, one afternoon, I saw three dilapi- 
dated little imps, all coal black, looking 
scornfully a* a companion with whom 
they had evidently just had a quarrel. 
She was looking back with a snap in 
her beady eves. Evidently she had said 
something that shocked the infantile 
sense of colored propriety, foi' one o: 
them was saying just as I passed, 
"Well, you nevah can raek a lady out o 
dat gal." The thought of the silk purse 
and the female porker's ear came to ice. 
But the -situation was too funny to be 
taken seriously. '' 


The colored man is a great improve- 


ment on the colored woman in "domestic 
circles. He is lazy, but that in a race 
characteristic. He at least makes ai 
effort to be polite. Ho has a tendency 
to use big words which is often comic. 
1 Iieard a woman ask a colored \vaitei 
for a certain pitcher, and his reply was 
"You'll have to excuse that pitcher, 
madam. 
Jt.'s engaged holding milk.' 


The same worrran told me that one day 
a colored man offered her a seat in a 
street car. "1 don't like to deprive you 
of your seat," she said. "Oh, there's 
no depravity, ma'am," he answerec 
with a flourish. 


The colored servants never get along 


well with each other. My wife had 
housemaid at onfrtime who was in some 
respects a treasure, but she was on the 
worse possible terms with the grqpm, 
"What is the trouble between James 
and you, I/onisa?" lasked. "Isheinso 
lent?" "Sfo, sir," she said, "but he's 
mighty sassy." 


Colored servants are cheaper than 


white servants and are found more eas- 
ify: Colored cooks receive from f 10 to 
"SI'S a month; housemaids, from f8 to 
$12. The common wages are f 10 and 
$12 respectively. White servants in the 
same-places would get $20 and $15. In 
a city where one half of the residents 
rent rooms to the Bother half, $5 or $10 
a month in domestic expenses is consid- 
erable. The colored domestics are able 
to stand a great deal of hard work, too. 
and they sewn to be natural cooks ami 
laundresses. An old colored "mammj " 
did the White House cooking during 
the Harrison administration and served 
somo of the Btato dinners. She filled the 
place formerly held by a French chef. 
The presence of the colored "mammy" 
is the redeeming feature of the domestic 
situation in Washington. In many of 
the older southern families the old nnrso 
who has raised two or three generations 
of children, \vho looks as if she had al- 
ways been old and seems never to grow 
older, isstil! to bo found. The children

ANOINTMENT AT CORONATIONS. 


Mo»t Important ColorSnc Substance 
In the World Is Chlorophyll. 


Chlorophyll is perhaps the most im- 


portant coloring substance in the world, 
for upon this substance depend the char- 
acteristic activity of plants, the synthe- 
sis of complex compounds from carbon 
dioxide and water process, upon which 
the existence of ail living things is ulti- 
mately conditioned. Only in a very few 
unimportant forms devoid of chlorophyll 
can the synthesis of complex from sim- 
ple compounds or from the elements ije 
accomplished. The function of chloro- 
phyll may only bo comprehended when 
its chief physical properties are unclf.r- 
Btood. Thesp may be best illnrfrnM 
by51 placing a gram of chsppeci leaves 
of grass or geranium in a few cubic cen- 
timeters of strong alcohol for an hour. 


Such a solution will be of a bright, 


clear green color, and when the vessel 
containing it is held in snch a manner 
that the sunlight is reflected from tiie 
surface of the liquiditwill appear blood 
red, due to its property of. fluorescence, 
that of changing the wave length oi 
the rays of light of the violet and of 
the spectrum iu snch a manner as tc 
make them coincide witli thoso-of the 
red end. It ia by examination of light 
which has passed through a solution 
chlorophyll, however, that the greatest 
insight into its physical properties ju«y 
be gained. If such a ray of light is pass- 
ed through u nrism and spread out on a 
ecreeu, it mJ? be seen that there arc 
several large intervals of dark bands ia 
the spectrum. The rays of,light •which 
would have occupied these spaces hnve 
been absorbed by the chlorophyll aucl 
converted into heat and other forms of 
energy. This energy is directly availa- 
ble to the protoplasm containing the 
chorophyll, and by means of it the syn- 
thesis of complex substance may bete-' Pearcd.—London Times, 
complished.—Popular Science Month! v. ' 


A Peculiarity of the Knuimn Ceremony 


Said to Be Very Important. 


It is not generally known that the rite 


of coronation in the Rnsso-Greek church 
agrees with the religious ceremony of 
an English coronation in one very im- 
portant particular or that this resem- 
blance distinguishes the coronation serv- 
ices of England and Russia from those 
of all other countries. 


The identity of ceremonial consists in 


the use of the "holy chrism," or 
"cream," in the anointment of the sov- 
ereign. In the Roman rite, at the coro- 
nations of the old emperors of Germany 
—that is to say, of the holy Roman em- 
pire, to which Austria, in a sense, has 
succeeded—-not the schism, but the in- 
ferior oil of the catechumens, or candi- 
dates for baptism, is employed. Iu the 
eastern rite, on the contrary, the chrism 
is used. 


This chrism 'is understood to bestow 


' *a character,'' to use a theologica 1 term, 
upon the recipient—in other words, it 
imparts certain gifts of tho Holy Ghost 
not exactly of a sacerdotal character, for 
it is not used in the east for tin? ordina- 
tion of bishops or priests, but neverthe- 
less a special gift from on high, which 
is indefeasible in him %>ho receives it, 
and which, so "long as hd corresponds 
with divine grace, gives him saj^'mat- 
ural sacramental grace to fulfil the da- 
ties of his high office. 


This is the meaning of the words "U-.e 


seal of the gift of tho Holy Ghost" nstd 
at the confirmatioy of u child ijj >'.e 
east immediately after its baj)t^mi an(j 
the same words are ag&Va used when 
the emperor is agala SYnoiated at his cor- 
onation.

Mr. Andrew Carnegie, one 
of the most Icquacious prophets of 
the theory of protecting labor by 
taxing consumers, has given also the 
most conspicuous example of an em- 
ployer's denial to labor of the right to 
protect Itself 


Behind McKinley stand all the 


men of tbe Carnegie type. Henry C. 
Payne, his Western manager, was one 
o' the receivers of the Northern 
Pacific RallwayJ and helped to force 


strike wh'ch l^?v> 
a 'cffon £2d from 


which grew the American Railway 
U-iion, As president of a Milwaukee 
street railway to-day, he is opposing 
a strike which ia approved by a vast 
majority of the citlzsns. It, is his 
policy to deny to th*} employes the 
right to combine in unions, to deny 
to them, in short, tbe right of self- 
pretectlon. 


The record nf Mark Hanna as a foe 


to organized labor is widely notori- 
ous. As a member of the execrable 
Spring Valley Coal company, he took 
part In that sympathetic effort for 
the crushing and spoliation of his em- 
ployes •whicu was wideJy cmdertnud 
throughout the middle West as a

of 
millionaires 
against 


miners." Never did the ertortlons 
of the company or "pluck me" store

PLUMBERS LAW. 


Board of Health Will Have It 


Enforced Here. 


MORE SMALL POX ECHOES.

The oew plumbers' law which was 


recently advocated by J. M. McVey 
acd oltaer prominent plumbers and 
was passed by the legislature under 
liie title of "An Act to Promote the 
Public Heann, ' is to be ngldly en- 
furced in this city, if the present 
Board of Heaku will have anything 
to say in the matter. 


The Board met in regular session 


last night and a communication from 
Secretary Prob?t, of the Slate Board 
Health, relative to the new law was 
read. Mr. Probst advised the local 
board to have the law enforced, and 
the members are of the same opinion 
as he. Up:n motion by Mr. Harley 
the chair appointed a committee, 
consisting of Messrs. Harley, Stolzen- 
luch and Health Officer Laudick, to 
confer with the city solicitor and 
have prepared an ordinance in accord- 
ance with the new law, the ordi- 
nance to be submitted to the city 
council for passage. The following 
is a copy of the act: 


Be it enacted It/ the General AssiMlly 


of the State of Ohio. That any person. 
firm or corporation now, or that may 
hereafter be engaged in, or working 
at the business in this State, either 
as master or employing plumber, 01 
as journeyman plumber, shall first 
secure a license therefor, in accord- 
ance with the provisions of this set. 


Any parson desiring to engage in, 


or work at the business of plumbing, 
either as a master or employing 
plumber, or as a journeyman plumb- 
er, shall apply to the president) of 
the board or health or other officer 
having jurisdiction in the locality 
where he intends to engage, or work 
at, such business, and shall at Mich 
time and placj as may be designated 
by the board of tx-jmlners hereinafter 
provided for, to whom such applica- 
tion shall be referred, be examined as 
to his qualifications for such business 
In case of a firm, or corporation, the 
examination and licensing of any one 
member of such firm, or the manager 
of such corporation shall satisfy the 
requirements of this act. 


There shall be la every city and 


each town of five thousand' (5,000) in- 
habitants, or more, and in each town 
having a system of water supply or 
sewerage, a board of examiners, con- 
sisting of the president of the board 
of health, and the inspector of build- 
ings of said city or town, if any there 
be, and three members who shall be 
practical plumbers (two shall be iua=- 
ter plumbsrs, one shall be a journey- 
man plumber). The president of the 
baard of the board of health and the 
inspector or public buildings shall bs 
members ex offlsio of saSd bsard and 
sarve without compensation: provid- 
ed, that In localities where the num- 
ber ot plumbers cannot be secured, 
such vacancies may be filled by the 
appointment of reputable physicians. 
Sild members shall be appointed by 
the board of health, or if there be no 
board of health, then by ihe health 
cffl:er of said city or town, within 
tbree months from and after the pass 
age cf ta!s set, for the term of one 
year, said appointment to date from 
the first day of August, A. D 1S9G, 
and thereafter annually: and said 
appointed members of such board 
slich serve without compensation; 
provided, that if in any city or town 
there is no inspector of buildingssaid 
board of health shall appoint a fourth 
member of such board of examiners 
wto shall bs a practical plumber and 
whose term of office shall be the same 
as is heretofore provided for said 
three (,3) members. 


Said board of examiners shall, with- 


in thirty (30) days after the appoint- 
ment ot said members, meet and 
organize by the selection of a chair. 
man, 
and then shall designate the 


time and place for the examination of 
all applicants desiring to engage in 
or at the business of plumbing with- 
in their jurisdiction. 
Said board 


shall examine said applicants aa to 
their practical knowledge of plumb- 
ing, house drainage and plumbing 
ventilation, and if satisfied ot tlie 
competency of the applicant, shall so 
verify to tha board of health. Such 
board shall thereupon Issue a license 
to said applicant, authorizing him to 
engage ID, or at, the business of 
plumbing, either as a master or em- 
ploying plumber, or as a journeyman 
plumber. The fee for the license for 
a master or employing plumber shall 
be five dollars: for a journeymin 
plumber shall be one dollar. Said 
license shall be valid and have force. 
throughout the State, and shall be 
renewed annually upsn payment; of a 
fee of fifty cents 
In case of re- 


moval beyond the jurisdiction of the 
board issuing the original license, it 
miy bo renewed by any board having 
the authority. 


The compensation of such Inspect- 


ors shall be determined by the said 
"board of health, and be paid from 
the treasury of their respective cit- 
ies or towns. Said inspectors s-o ap- 
pointed shall Inspect all plumbing 
work for which p'rmits are hereafter 
granted within their respective juris 
dictisn, in process of construction, 
alteration and repair, and shall re- 
port to said board of health all vio- 
lations of any law, ordinance or by- 
law relating to plumbing work, and 
also perform such other appropriate 
duties as may be required by said 
board.

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Famine In Tonquln. 


Letters from Hanoi give a very 


gloomy account of the state of famine 
prevailing throughout the iiortheni dis- 
trict-J of Touquin. During the last six 
snonths there has been scarcely auy rice 
in the populous Lang-Son province, and 
the people hove Ix-en selling their stock 
for any price they could get in order to 
procure food. Want has driven the peas- 
! !' to the verge of desperation, and 
bands of lawless men not merely strip 
sucii fields as are under cultivation, out 
attack and plunder shops ill the Small 
towns. Notwithstanding all this, mauy 
deaths .ire reported d.iily from absolute 
starvation, aud worse is expected, as 
there has been DO harvest for two years- 
in the northern parts of Touqnin. Bac- 
Kmh suffered in particular, first from 
floods aud then from drought. The local 
papers are asking why the French au- 
thorities, in face-of these calamities, 
have not hastened to begin the project- 
ed railway, ou the embankment of which 
alone SO,000 or 40.000 persons might 
be given employment. It is computed 
that Touquin will need three good years 
to recover from the effects of this fam- 
ine.—London Times.

Bowdoin college is 
represented by Senator Frye in the sen- 
ate and Speaker Reed in the house, both 
Maine men. Senator Proctor of Ver- 
mont was educated at Dartmouth, and 
among the other Dartmouth men in con- 
gress are Mr. Dingley of Maine, lately 
Republican leader on the floor of the 
house, two Massachusetts representa- 
tives, one member of the New Hamp- 
shire delegation and one New York 
man — six in all. Union college has two 
representatives in New York's delega- 
tion in the house. One Ohio representa- 
tive — Southard of the Toledo district — 
•was educated at Cornell. There is one 
Hamilton college man in the California 
delegation, one ia the Missouri delega- 
tion aud one in the New York delega- 
tion — tho representative of, the CTtica 
district Galusha A. Grow, the oldest 
of the representatives in congress, was 
educated at Amherst, as were two rep- 
resentatives of Massachusetts. One New 
York congressman was educated at Wil- 
liams college, and so was one Pennsyl- 
vania congressman.

famine In Tonqntn. 


Letters from Hanoi give a very- 


gloomy account of the state of famine 
prevailing throughout the northern dis- 
triers of Toiiquiji. During the last sir 
months there has been scarcely any rice 
in the populous Lang-Son province, and 
the people have been selling their stock 
for any price they could get in order to 
procure food. Want has driven the peas- 
i ts to the verge of desperation, arid 
biiuds of lawless men not merely strip 
such fields as are under cultivation, bat 
attack and plnndi-r shops in the small 
towns. Notwithstanding all this, many 
deaths are reported daily fiom absolute 
starvation, and worse is expected, as 
thc-re has been no harvest for two years 
in the northern parts of Tonquiu. Bac- 
Nmh suffered ill particular, Urst frosi 
floods and then from drought- The local 
papers are asking why the French au- 
thorities, in face-of these calamities, 
have not h;u-teued to begin the project- 
ed railway, oil the embankment of which 
alone 30,000 or 40.000 persons might 
be given employment. It is computed 
that Toiiqniu will need three good years 
to recover from the effects of this fam- 
ine.—London Tiiiips.

Columbia 
college has a meager representation in 
the Fifty-fourth congress—no Columbia 
man in the senate and only three in the 
house—two from New York and one 
from New Jersey. Bowdoin college ia 
represented by Senator Frye in the sen- 
ate and Speaker Reed in the house, both 
Maine men. Senator Proctor of Ver- 
mont was educated at Dartmouth, and 
among the other Dartmouth iscnic con- 
gress are Mr. Dingley of Maine, lately 
Republican leader on the floor of the 
house, two Massachusetts representa- 
tives, one member of the New Hamp- 
shire delegation and one New York 
man—six in all. Union college has two 
representatives in New York's delega- 
tion in tha house. One Ohio representa- 
tive—Southard of the Toledo district— 
was educated at Cornell. There is one 
Hamilton college man in tho California 
delegation, one ia the Missouri delega- 
tion and one in the New York delega- 
tion—the representative of, the Utica 
district. Galusha A. Grow, the oldest 
of the representatives in congress, was 
educated at Amherst, as were two rep- 
resentatives of Massachusetts. One New 
York congressman was educated at Wil- 
liums college, and so was one Pennsyl- 
vania congressman. The oldest of the 
senators—Mr. Morrill of Vermont, who 
is &G—was not educated in any college- 
Senator Butler of Ivortli Carolina, the 
youngest of the senators—he is 38—was 
graduated from the University of North 
Carolina 11 years ago. 


The proportion of college bred con- 


gressmen is largest iu the eastern and 
the extreme far western states. It must 
seem surprising to many persons that of 
three Yale men, for instance, in the 
senate two should come from such dis- 
tant states as Idaho and Nebraska. 
Among the congressmen from the south- 
ern states arc many representatives edu- 
cated in tho minor colleges of that sec- 
tion, aud the peculiar distinction of 
laving every one of its representatives 
m both houses a college man is enjoyed [ 
>y one state only, Virginia, The Cali-' 
foruia statesmen and the Texas states- 
men are nearly all of them graduates of 
common schools, and college degrees 
and university honors are rare smoug 
them. 
The bc-«ertiug and perplexing 


question, * 'What is the difference be- 
tween a college and a university?" ac- 
count* to some degree, perhaps, for the 
impracticability of any correct summary 
of college men in congress.—New York 
Sun.

cargoes of coffee brought from the Qflst 
have been ruined by the presence of a 
bag or two of pepper. 


The coffee berry closely resembles tho 


cherry, both in appearance uud taste. At 
first it is greuii, and as it ripens turns 
red aud finally a dark purple. Every 
berry has two seeds iu the ceuj»r like 
the stone of a cherry.—St. Louis Globe-
